Verona Conſtant. exceeds them all ; he affirms, that notwith- 
ſtanding” the Council of Conſtance , it i lanful for any 
private man to- murther Kings condemned of Hereſie and 
tyramny: And Emanuel Sa writes, that the rebellion of a 
Clerk againſt the King is no treaſon, inſomuch that be is not 
Subje to him z, the which Bellarmine tn a manzer confirms ; 
ſaying , the Pope of Rome bath Exempted Clerks from their 
ſubjeftion to*Princes: Kings are now 110 more Supertors of 
Clerks. And toprove their Dottrine of killing Kings more 
plainly, be produceth the equiuocations and evaſions of Gar- 
net, being apprebended for the Powder-Treaſon 3 the which is 
juſtified by many of that Soctety : John Henreux writing 
thus : © when any man 1s drawn tuto queſtion under an unjuſt 
&« trial, no man ſtanding bound to tnform againſt himſelf

| Peter Barriere being apprebended at Melun, in April, 
1593. being diſcovered by an honeſt Fryer, confeſſed, that 
he came purpoſely to Court, to kill the King ; and that be had 
been perſwaded thereunto by one Varade, s Jeſuit , whoſe 
daily prafflite was to defame the King with wile ſpeeches, by 
whoſe perſwaſion he bad provided a Knife to do the Fat : 
be firſt of all diſcovered his intent to Aubrey, Curate of St. 
Andrew des AQs, who direfed btm to Varade, Reflor of 
the Jeſuites Colledge, who confirmed him in his Reſolution to 


kill the King , aſſuring him that incaſe he were put to death, 


he ſhould obtain tn Heaven a Crown off Martyrdom ; and 
adjuring bim unto this Afton, upon the Sacrament of Confeſ- 
ſion , aud the Holy Communton. And ( omitting many 
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"A8ions of Jeſuites, both at home, and abroad, to prove theiy 


damnable Doftrine) be concludes with Garnet , Hall, and 
others of the Se, who were Complices in that Powder-treaſon 
which was prafliſed to ruine the King, andthe whole Eftates of 
England.

of the Court of Rome in greater eſteem, than the Truths of the 
$ , : GL Goſpel, 


Gaſpel, and the Peace of the Catholick Church, it were not 
poſſible that your Popes ſhould be ſo preſumptuous as to aſſume 
this Power; or the Doctors of Rome fo impudent, as to aſlert ir, 
For, to enlarge a little on this particular, of ſuch concernmeat to 
the peace of the Church, and a'l Chriitendom; Is-it not St, 
Peter's Exhortation, 1 Pet. 2,13. Submut your ſelves to every 
Ordinance of Man, fer the Lords (ake ; to tie King, as Supreme ? 
and St. Paul is of the ſame mind, Kom. 13. 1. Let every Soul be 
ſubjett ro the higher Powers, and v. 5. Wherefore ye muſt needs 
be ſubjeft, not only for wrath, but alſo for Conſcience ſake ; and 
St, Chryſeſtom's gloſs upon the Text anſwers all your preteaces 
i azainſt this Truth. EramS Aprſtolns fis, &c. Although you 
be an Apoſtle, or an Evangeliſt, or a Prophet, yet you mult be 
ſabje&t ; And ſuch was St. Paw/'s own practice; He ſubmits him- 
ſelt to the judgement of Fel/:rx, Atts 24; and to Feſtus , and 
from him ( Atts 25.) makes his appeal to Ceſar; Appellatio 
autem nou mſi ad legitimum fit jmdicets. And this incontroulable 
Power did the Primitive Chriſtians acknowledge in their Empe- 
rours, and ſubmit toit ; though Heathens, Heretjcks, and Per- 
ſecutors. Athanaſius being unjuſtly baniſhed from Alexandria 
where he was Biſhop, by Conſtartius, and afterwards falſly ac- 
cuſed of Diſobedience to his Decree, makes this mild defence to 
him though an Ar7iaz and a Perſecutor | Eprſf, ad Conttantium] 
Nequaquam reſtiti mandatis tue Pietatis, &c, Ino way reliſted 
the Commands of your Piety ; r.either ſhall I ever endeavour to 
enter into Alexardria, till your Pietie give -me leave. 
And thus St. Auguſtin, in Pſal, 128, Apeſtata erat Julianus, 
1mquns, Idololatra ; milites tamen Chriſtian ſervieruut Imper a- 
torr, &c., Julian was an Apoltate, a wicked Man, an Idolater ; 
yet the Chriſtians obeyed him : when it"toncernd the cauſe of 
Chriſt, then indeed they acknowledged Him only, that was in 
o Heaven; but when the Emyerour commauded other things, they 
obeyed him. I may alſo ask by what Law the Pope can chal- 
lenge this Power to himſelf, to diſpoſe of the Temporal Aﬀairs 
or Eſtates of Princes ; Not by any humane Law : for the Prince 
is above the coaRive or caercive Power of humane Laws, being 
ſolo Deo minor : If by Divine Law, let him ſhew any Text of 
Scripture, or Tradition of the Apoſtle ; ſurely they are both

10.] are nt carnal, but Spiritual ; and our Saviour determines 
againit it, ar. 20. 25,26. The Princes of the Gentiles exerciſe 
Dominion and Authority over them ; but it ſhall not be ſo among 
you ; Hence St. Hierom | Epilt, 3. ad Heliedor,] ſpeaking of the 
King aid the Biſhop, ſaith, //le nolenti bus preefſt, hic volentibur,The 
King hath Poyer over the refraftory and diſobedient; the Biſhop 
over ſuch as are willing to obey him; His Power compulſory, 
the B ſhops but precarious, And thus the ſecond General N:- 
cene Connul, Att 3. diſcourſing of the ReMl and Sacerdotal 
Power, ſpeaks to the. ſame purpoſe, Sacerdos Caleſtia curat ; 
Rex antem legibua aquis & juſtis, omnia que interris fiunt, pro- 
curgt ; The Prielt takes care for what may bring us to Heaven ; 
The King by juſt and equitable Laws orders all Aﬀairs on Earth. 
And this is anſwerable to the terms & boundaries of both powers 
which we ſee appointed by Fehoſaphat [2 Chros. 19.11. | Ana- 
nias the chief Prieſt is over you In all matters of the Lord, and 
Zebadiah the Ruler [or Prince] for all the Kings matters : If 
therefore the King be over all, and orders all Temporal Afﬀairs 
by a ſupereminent and incoercible Authority, none may depoſe 
him from, or deprive him of his Temporals, either direaly or 
indiretly; much leſs the Church or Pope,whoſe Power is meerly 
Spiritual ; and therefore the behaviours of your Popes have been 
Rebellious and Scandalous againſt Reaſon and Religion, againk 
the DoQrine of the Scriptures, and the Praftice of the Antiert 
Ciriſtians, eſpecially lince Gregory the 7th. who ſeems to have 
been the firlt aſtertor and pratticant in this intolerable preſum- 
ption, not only Excommunicating (though that be more than 
St. Auguſtine will allow him, when he tells us, nec Rex, nec 
Multitndo Excommunicands ſunt | ut refert Glaſs. in Mat, 23.] 
but alſo dethroning an depoling the Emperour Hemry the 4b, 
wheteof he thus complayns ; /gnominiam ſuſtineo ante inaudi- 
tam; I ſuffer a diſgrace never before heard of : Vide Albertum 
Stadienſem,ad Arnum 1106, | 
Innocent the Third makes Ocho (although a Rebel to his 
Prince) Emperour, and afterwards depoſeth him, not becauſe 
a Rebel, but becauſe unprofitable to himſelf. FHonorine the 
Third Excommunicates Frederick the Second, and depoſeth 
him ; waich Sentence Gregory the Ninth confirms, /»»ocext the 
4thalſo. Of the Pride and cruelty of the Popes azainR this Em-, 
- P.rour} 
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perour Frederick, the King of France thus complained (as HH, 
Pars tells the ftory,in Hen, 3.) Quo Spiritn, vel auſn temerario 
Papa, With what ſpirit, with what daring raſhneſs did the 
Pope dilinherit,and depoſe from his Imperial dignity, this wor- 
. thy Prince, than whom a greater is not found among Chriſtians, 
nor yet his equal, &c, De tranſgreſſionibus ejus, &c, Concerning 
his Faults obje&ed, no credit 1s to be given to his Enemies, a- 
mong whom the Pope is known to be principal : To himſelf be 
was alwayes an h#rmleſs and good neighbour; neither have we 
ever foand him faulty in his fidelity concerning Secular Aﬀairs, 
or the Catholick Faith : We know he was a gallant Souldier in 
che Holy War, and boldly expoſed himſelf to all dangers both 
by Sea and Land ; Ifind not ſo much Religion in the Pope, who 
when he ought to have promoted his Intereſts, and have de- 
tended him when he was abroad Fighting Gods Battels, did 
yet, in his abſence, wickedly endeavour to ſupplant and deſtroy 
im. 

Bomface the Eighth threatens to depoſe Philip King of France, 
— his Subjes from their Allegiance, and afterwards 
ſubjeas him and his Kingdom to A1bert the Emperour, 

Jobs 23d excommunicates Ludovicus Bavarss; Beneditt the 
12th confirms it; and then Clement the 6th depoſeth him. 

I ſhall nottrouble you with any more particulars, although I 
might further tell you of the Kingdom of Navar given from the 
French to the King of Spaiz by the Pope; of Our own Kingdoms 
of England and Irelaxd made feodatary to the Popes; ſometimes 
transferred to the Spaniard, other while to the French ; of ſe- 
veral of our Kings inthralled, .our Nation involved in bloody 
Wars by theſe Papal Uſurpations : But] ſhall conclude, with a 
Copy of the Grant made by Pope Alexander the 6th (Father 
to Ceſar Borgia) of the Indies to Ferdanando King of Spain, and 
his Heirs for ever; wherein you may reade, at large,the pride of 
the Popes in the Power they pretend tos.

Eyes ſhut at the Mental Prayer, ( which'f of _ Kowe 
_calls her Aſements for the Dead) there came trom-behind the 
Altar a Mouſe, which coming about, catne- zoyghe very Bread 


-or Wafer-God of the Papiſts, andTeking it in his :Month

away with it, not being perceived by any of the People who 
were at Maſs; for that the Altar was high, and the People below 
it: but as ſoon as I opened my Eyes to go on with my Maſs, and 
perceived my God itoln away, I looked about = Altar, and 
ud 


ſaw the' Mouſe running away with it; which on a ſudden did ſo 
(tapify me, that I knew not well what to do or ſay; I thoaght 
if I ſhould take no notice of the miſchince, and any body elſe 
ſhov1d, I might be queitioned by the Inquiſition ; but if 1 ſhould 
call tothe People to look for the Sacramenc, I might be but 
chidden and rebuked for my careleſneſs, which I thought might 
be more ealily born, than the rigour of the Inquiſition ; wheres 
upoa I turn'd my ſelf to the People, and call'd them to the Altar, 
and told them plainly, chat whilſt»I was in my Aemento Pray- 
ers and Medications, a Mouſe had carryed away the Sacra- 
ment, and that I knew not what to do, unleſs they would help 
me to find it out' again : the People called a Prieſt that was at 
' hand, who preſeatly- brought in more of his Coatz and as i 
their God by this time had been eaten up,they preſently prepare 
to find out the Thief, as if they would eat up the Mouſe, 'that 
had fo aflaulted and abuſed their God ; They lighted Eandles and 
Torches to find out the MalefaQor, in his ſecret and hidden 
laces of the Wall; and after much ſearching and inquiry for

the Sacrilegioug beaſt, they found, at laſt, in a hole of the Wall, . 


the Sacrament half eaten up, which with great joy they rook 
out; and as if the Ark had been brought again from the Phzl;- 
ftines to the 1ſraelites, ſo they rejoyced for their new-found Go1, 
whom with many Lights of Candles and Torches, with j »yful 
and ſolemn Malick, they carryed about the Church in Praceſ- 
ſion ; my ſelf upon my knees ſhaked and quivered, for what 
might befall me, expeing my Doom and Judgement; and as 
the Sacrament paſs'd by me, I obſerved the marks and (igns of 
the Teeth of the Mouſe, as they are to be ſeen in a piece” of 
Cheeſe gnawn and eaten by it. This Rrack me into ſach a cer- 
rour, that I called to my beſt Memory all Pailoſophy concern- 
ins Subſtance and, Accident; aad reſolved within my ſelf, that 
what 1 ſaw gnagh, was not an Accident, but ſome Real $1b- 


ſtance, eaten and devoured by that Vermin ,which certainly was. 
fed and nouriſhed by what it had eaten.Philoſophy well teache h, 
Subſtantia cib; (mon accidentis) convertitar in ſubſtamtian alit: ;, 
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The Subſtance, ( not the Accident of the food or meat) is cons 
verted and tijrned into the SubRance of the thing fed by it and 
alimented; Now here I know that this Mouſe had fed upon 
ſome Subſtance, or elſe how could the marks of the Teeth ſo 
plainly appear ? But-no Papiſt will be willing to anſwer, that 
it fed upon the Subltance of Chriſts Body ; ergo, by good con- 
ſequence it follows , that ir fed upon the Subſtance of Bread ; 
| and ſo Tranſubſtantiation here in my judgement was confuted 
by a Mouſe, |] which mean and baſe Greature God choſe to con- 
vince me of my former error, and made me now reſolve upon 
what many years before I had doubted, that certainly the Point 
of Tranſubſtantiation, taught by the Church of Rowe, is moſt 
Damnable and Erroneous ; For beſides what before I bave ob-. 
ſerved, it contradicts that Philoſophicsl Axiom, teaching that 
duo contradittoria non poſſnnt ſimul, & ſemel, de eodem verificari, 
two contradicories cannot at once and at the ſelf-ſame time, be 
ſaid and verified of the ſame thing ; but here it was ſo : for here 
(in Rowes Judgement and Opinion ) Chriſts Body was gnawn 
and eaten; and at the ſame time the ſame Body in another 
place, and upon.another Altar, in the hands of another Prieſt, 
was not eaten and gnawn; therefore here are two contraditos« 
ries verified of the ſame Body of Chriſt, viz. it was eatenand 
gnawn, and it was not eaten and gnawn : Theſe Impreſſions at 
that time were ſo great in me, that I reſolved within my ſelf , 
that Bread really and truly was eaten upon the Altar, and by no 
means Chriſts Glorious Body which is in Heaven | the Heavens 
muſt contain him (as itis in the New Teſtament) till his laſt 
coming, ] and cannot be on Earth, ſubje& to the hanger and 
violence of a Creature. 

"The ſame Authoy, upon the finding in a Cave a Heathen 
Image, worſhipped by the Idolatrous /»dians for a God, relates 
this Story« | 

In Mexico were-many of the chief of that place outwardly 
-very fair-tongued, liberal, and very free-handed to the-Church, 
much devoted to the Saints, great Feaſters on their days, and 
yet in ſecret great Idolaters ; but it pleaſed Gog to make me his 
Inſtrument to diſcover and bring to light the ſecrecy of their bid- 
den works of Darkneſs; whick it ſeems the privacy. of a thick 
Wood, and Mountain, had for many years hid from the Eyes 
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of J -- World ; ſome of theſe being in the company of better 
. Chriſtians, drinking hard of their Drink called | Chica] boaſting 
of theixg God, ſaying, that he had Preached unto them better 
than I could Preach ; Nay, that he had plainly told them, xhat 
they ſhould not believe any thing chat I Preached of Chriſt, but 
follow the Old way of their Fore-fathers,who Worſhipped their 
God aright ; but now by the Example of the" Spamards they 
were deluded, and brought to Worſhip a falſg God : The other 
Chriſtians hearing this , began to wonder, and inquire of them 
where that God was, and with much ado, promiling to follow 
their wayes, and their Gods, | out of them the Place, and 
Mountain,waere they might figd him ; though this in their Cups 
were agreed upon, yet in ſoberneſs thinking better upon what 
they had promiſed, they lighted what before in drinking they 
heard; But this was not kept ſo cloſe,but that it came to the Ears 
of a Spaniard in the Valley, who finding himſelf touched in Con- 
ſcience, came to Mexico to Me, and told Me what he heard, 
that ſome /»dians of that Town followed an Idol , and boaſted 
that he had Preached unto them againſt my Doctrine, and for 
the ways of the former Heathens. I thanked God that he was 
pleaſed toundermine the ſecret works of Satan, and deſired the 
Spaniard to tell me by whom he came to know of this ; He told 
me the /:d:ans Name from whom he had it , and that the ſaid 
Indian was afraid to diſcover the Indians, and to tell me of it : 
I ſent for the /nd:a», who confeſſed unto me before the Spaniard, 
that he had heard ſuch a thing, but knew that if he did diſcover 
the zdians, They, with the power of the Devil, would do him 
much harm ; I told him, if he were a true Chriſtian, he ought 
to fight againſt the Devil, and not to fear him that could do him 
-no harm, if God were with him, and he cloſed by Faith with 
Chriſt z and that the Diſcovery of that Idol might be a means for 
the Converting of the Idolaters, when they ſhall ſee the ſmall 
power of their god againſt the true God of the Chriſtians, I told 
him plainly, that if he did not tell me who the zdians were, and 
where the Idol was, that I would have him to Gwzatalema, and 
there make him diſcover what he knew : Here the /zdian began 
to tremble,” and told me the Faentes had boaſted of fuch an Idol, 
whom they called their God, and gave ſome ligns of a Fountain, 
and a Pine-tree at the mouth uy a Cave in ſuch a Mountain ; - 
aske

asked him if he knew the place, or what kind of Idol it was y be 


toldme that he often had been in that Mountain, where-he had. 


ſeen twoor three Springs of Water, but never was-in any Gave, 
I asked him if he weuld go with me, and help me 0 find it our ; 
He refuſed ſtill, fearing the Idolaters,and wiſhed me not co go, for 
tear if they ſhould be there, they might kill me, rather than de 
diſcovered : I anſwered him, that 1 would carry with me {uch a 
Guard, as ſho able to defend againſt them; and my Faich 
in the true living God would ſecure me from the falſe god ; 1 
reſolved therefore , with the Spaniard, to go to ſearch out the 
Cave the next day, and to carry with me three or four Spaniards, 
and my Blackmore :guel Dalva, and that ndiax, 1 told him 
I could not fuffer him to go home to his Houſe that day, for fear 
he ſhould diſcoverin the Town my deſign andpurpoſe, and ſo we 
might be prevented by the Idolaters, who certaiuly that night 
would take away their Idol. The /»diaz ſtill refuſed, till I threat- 
ned to ſend for the Others of Juſtice, and to ſecure his perſon ; 
with this he yielfed; and that he might have no diſcourſe with 
any body.in the Town, nor with the Servants of my Houſe, I 
delired the Spaniard to take him home to his Houſe, and to keep 
him there cloſe that day and night, peg be with him 
next morning ; that day I rid to P:nola for the Blackmore, Adr- 
guel Dalva, and -brought him to Afexico with me, not telling 
him what my intent was ; I went alſo to four neighbouring Spe- 
niards, deſiring them to be in readineſs the next morning, to 
0 & lictle way with me for the Service of God, and to meet 
me at ſuch a Neighbours Houſe ; and that if they would bring 
their Fowling-Pieces, we might chance to find ſome ſport where 
we went; and as for proviſion of Wine and Meat, I would pro- 
vide ſufficiently : They promiſed to go with me, thinking that 
although I told them it was for the Service of God, my purpoſe 
only was to hunt after ſome wild Deer in the Mountains ; I was 
glad they conſtrued my Adtion that way, and ſo went home, 
and provided that.Night a good Gammon of Bacon, ſome Fowls 
roſted, cold, and otbers boyled, well Pepper'd and Salted,for the 
next dayes work ; Where I had appointed my /nd1az to be kept, 
I met with the reſt of my Company,& from thence we went toge- 
ther to the place of the Idolaters Worſhiping,which was ſolae ix 
Miles from 4exico, towards the: Town of St, John Sacate Sa- 
Catepeques [4 
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catepequts ; When we came into the Wood,we preſently met with 
a deep Berranca,or Bottom, where was a Running ſtream, which 
encouraged us,to make a diligent Search , but nothing could be . 
found ; from thence we aſcended up out of the Barrarca, and 
found ( after much time ſpent ) a Spring of Water, and look'd 
carefully about it, but could find no Cave: Thus in vain we 
ſearched till the Evening; and fearing leſt we might loſe our 
way, and our ſelves, if the Night overtook us, my Friends 
began to ſpeak of returning homewards; but I conſidering that 
as yet we had not gone over one half part of the Wood ; and 
to go home, and come again, might make us to be noted , and 
ſpoken of ; We thought it our bett courſe to take up our lodg- 
ing that Night in the Wood, and in that Bottom which we firit 
ſearched, where was good W rtodrink, Checalatte, and 
warm lying, under the Trees, and fo in the Morning to make 
our ſecond ſearch. The Company was very willing to yield unto 
it, and the-calm Night favoured our good Intentions. We made 
a Fire for our Chocalatte, and ſupped exceeding well of our 
cold Meat, and ſpent moſt part of the Night in merry diſcourſe, 
having a watchful Eye over our /zdia», leſt he ſhould give us 
theſlip, and committing him to the charge of 24igne! Dalva ;, 
in the Morning we Prayed unto God, beſeeching him to guide us 
that day in the work we went about, and to difcover unto us 
the Cave of Darkneſs and Iniquity, where lay hid the Inſtru- 
mept of Satan, that ſo by this any glory might be given 
unto our true God, and ſhame and puniſhment brought upon his 
Enemies. We entred again into the thick Wood up a tteepy Hill, 
and having ſearched all the South (ide of it , we went on to the 
North (ide,where we found another deep deſcent,which we began 
to walk down, looking on every ſide, and not in vain ; for almoſt 
half a Mile from the top, we found ſome marks of a Way that 
had been uſed and trodden, which we followed till we came to. 
another Spring of Water ; we ſearched narrowly about it, and 
found ſome pieces of Earthen Diſhes and Pots, and one piece of 
a Chafing-diſh, ſuch as the /ndia»s uſe to burn Frankincenſe inz 
in the Church before their Saints ; we verily imagined that 
theſe were pieces of ſome Inſtruments wherewith the Idolaters 
perfotmed their duty unto their Idol , and we were the more 
comforted, for that we _ the Earthen Ware had been made 
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in Mexico,the Pine-tree,which immediately we diſcovered, cons 
firm'd onr hopes; when we came unto it, we made very little: 
more ſearch, for near at hand was the'Cave,which ras dark 
within, but light at the Mouth ; where we found more 
Earthen Ware with Aſhes 1 them, which aflured us of ſome 
Frankincenſe that had been burnt; We knew not how far the 
Cave might reach within , nor what 'mighr be init; and there- 
fore with a Flint we ſtruck Fire, and lighted a couple of Candles, 
and went inz at the entring it was broad, and went a little for- 
ward ; but when we were in, we found it turn on the left hand 
towards the Mountain, and not far; for within two Rods we 
found the Idol ſtanding upon a low Stool, covered, with a Linen 
Cloth ; the Subſtance of it was Wood, black, ſhining like Jet, 
as if it had been parched or @oaked; the Form was of a Mans 
Head unto the ſhoulders, without either Beard or Muſtachio's, 
his look was grim, with a wrinkled Fore-head, and broad ſtart- 
ling Eyes; We feared not his frowning look z but preſently 
ſeized upon him ; and as we lifred him up, we found under him 
ſome ſingle Rials, which his Favourices had oftered.unto him , 
which made us ſearch the Cave more diligently ; and it was rot 
amiſs, for -upon the ground we found more ſingle Rials, ſome 
Plantanes, and other Fruits, Wax Candles half burn'd, Pots of 
Maize, one little one of Honey, little Diſhes wherein Frankin- 
cenſe had been burn'd ; whereby I perceived the Idolaters and 
Chriſtians bpth agree in their Offerings; and had1 not been in- 
formed that they called this their Idol-god, I could have blamed 
them no more than the reſt of the Towns, who Worſhip, kneel 
before, and offer ſuch Offerings to their Saints made of Wood 
and ſome no handſomer than was this Idol , -which I expeted 
might have been ſome Beaſts ſhape ; but _ the ſhape and 
form of a Man,they.might have named him by the name of ſome 
Saint, and ſo ſome way might have excuſed themſelves, which 
they could not do, nor would rhey do it ; in that they perſiſted 
in this Errour, that he was their god , and had ſpoken, and. 
Preached unto them ; and being afterwards asked by me, whe- 
ther it were the Pifnre of any Saint, ſuch as were in Mexico, 
and other Churches? they anſwered, no; but that he was above 
all the Saints in the Countrey. We were very joyful to ſee that 


we bad not ſpent our time in vain 5 we cut down booghs of 
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Trees, and filled the Cave with them, and Ropt the Mouth of 
it up, and came away , making the /x4:ax that wene with us 
carry the Idol on his back, wrapped up in Clothes that it might 
got be ſeen or perceived as we went ; I thought it fit to delay 
the time till Night, and then to enter into Mexico, that the /»- 
dias might ſee nothing ; ſo I ſtaid at one of the Spamards 
Houſes till it were late, and deſired him to warn, from me; all the 
Spamards thereabouts to be 'at Mexico Church the next Sab- 
-bath» { fearing left the Idolaters might be many , | and rife up 
againſt me-) that I had ſomewhat to ſay to them and their Black- 
mores, concerning their Sodalities; for I would not have them 
know of the Idol, till they heard of it, and ſaw it in the Church, 
leſt.it ſhould come to the /»d:avs hearing;, and ſo the Idolaters 
might abſent themſelves : Ar night 1 took my {ndian, and 21- 
guel Dalva with-me, and went home; and ſhutting up the Idol in 
a Cheſt till the next Sabbath, I diſmiſs'd the /»d:an,charging him 
to ſay nothing, for he knew,if he did, what harm might come to 
him from the Idolaters ; and I knew few words would now ſut- 
fice, for that he feared.himſelf, if it ſhould be known that he had 
been with me ; Ikept 24:gu:l Dalva with me, who was de- 
firous to- ſee- the end of the buſineſs, and prepared my ſelf a- 
ainſt the next Sabbath, to Preach upon” v. 3 of the 20, Chap. 
of Exodus, Thou ſhalt have none other gods before Me; though 
it were a Text nothing eh to the Goſpel of the day, 
from whence commonly, in the Churchof Rowe, the Texts, and 
Subje&s,. and Sermons are deduted ; but I judged'that Text 
moſt ſeaſonable for the preſent eccalion. Oa the Sabbath-day 
in the Morning, when the Pulpit was made ready; by him that 
had care of the Church and Altars, I cauſed 4:igne! Dalva 
to carry under his Cloak the Idol, and to leave it in the Pulpit, 
on the ground, that it might not be ſeen, till ſuch time as I 
ſhould think fie 2a my Sermon to produce it'; and ro watch 
abour the Church till the Congregation came in , that none 
might ſee it, or take it away, Never was there a greater reſort 
from abroad to that Church, than that day, of Spa»:4rds and 
Black- Moors, who, by the warning I ſent unto them , expeed 
ſome great matter from me : and of the Town very few were 
abſent ; The F#emtes, and all che reſt rhat were ſuſp2Aed to 
be that Idols Favourites ( little thinking that their God was 
brought: 
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brought from his Cave, and now lay bid in the Pulpit to fame 
them.) camealſo to the Church, - I commanded A:guel-Dalus: 
to be himſelf near the Pulpit, and to warn thoſe Spariards that 
knew the buſineſs , 'and ſome more Black-Aſoors his friends, 
to be alſo near the Pulpit-ſtairs. | 
Thus, Maſs being ended, I went up toPreach; when I re- 
hearſed the words of my Text, 1 perceived both Spaniards 
and ndians began to look one m__w another, 'asnot being uſed 
to Sermons out of the Old Teſtament :' I went, on, laying open 
this Command of God , for having noother pods before him, 
ſo that the Dorine might ſeem to convince all that were there 
preſent, as well Saint-Worſhippers, as indeed that Idols Wor- 
ſhippers, if the cauſe of my Preaching upon that SubjzeR had 
not diverted their eyes from themſelves,. to behold their own 
| ry of Idolatry, and to look only uponthofe who'Wor- 
ipped a piece of wood for a god , and not as they did for a 
Saint ( which yet in my judgment are much alike.) After I 
had ſpoken what I thought fit , concerning that horrible Sin , 
. and ſhewed that no Creature- could have the > gs God. 
( who was the Creator of all things) neither could do good or 
harm without the true living s Commiſſion ,- eſpecially in- 
animate Greatures, as Stocks and. Stenes , who by the hand 
and workmanſhip of man, might have eyes, and yet were dead 
Idols, and not ſee ; might have ears, ard not hear ; might have 
mouths, 'and not ſpeak. might have hands, and not work, -nor 
help and defend with them ſuch as worſhipped them , and bow- 
ed down unto them. Thus having half-finiſhed my Sermon z 
I bowed my -ſelf down in the Pulpit, and lifted np the black , 
grim, and ſtaring Devil, and placed that Dagos on one (ide of 
the Pulpit, with my eyes fixed upon ſome of the Fxextes, and 
others, who I perceived changed their colours, bluſh'd,and were 
ſore troubled, looking one upon another - I deſired the Congre- 
gation to behold what a god was worſhipped by ſome of them , 
and all to take notice of him, if any knew what part of the 
Earth was the Dominion of this god; or from whence he came, 
I told them that ſome had boaſted that rhis piece of wood had 
ſpoken, and Preached againſt what Thad taught of Chriſt, 
and that therefore he was worſhipped 'by them for a'god ; and 
they had offered Money, Honey, and of the Fruits of the Earth 
unto 
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- ynto him, and burnt Frankincenſe before him, in a ſecret and 
hidden Cave under the Earth , ſhewing thereby that they were 
_ aſhamed to own him publickly ; and that he lurking inthe dark- 
neſs .of the Earth, ed certainly that he belonged to -the 
Prince of Darkneſs : I challeng'd him there in publick to ſpeak 
for himſelf, or elfe by his Glence to ſhame and confound all 
his Worſhippers ; I ſhewed them how being but wood he had 
beeri made and faſhioned by the hands of Man, and therefore 
was buta lead 1dol.'. I ſpent a great deal of time arguing with 
him , and defying Sathan, who had uſed him as his Inſtrument, 
daring the Devil himſelf to take him from that place which I 
had confined him to, if he could ; to ſhew what little power 
he or Sathan had againſt my Faith in Chriſt ; after much argu- 
ing and reaſoning, according tv the ſhallow Capacity of the 
[ndians there ay oh z- I told chem that if their god had power 
to deliver him from that Execution which I had intended againſt 
him (which was, there publickly to bave him cut in pieces and 
burnt ) they ſhould not believe the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt , 
but if they ſaw no power in him againſt me, the weakeſt In- 
ſrument of the true living Cod, then I beſeeched them to 
be converted unto that true Gad,, who Created all things, and * 
to embrace Salvation by his Son, the only Mediator and Savi- 
our Jeſus Chriſt , and to renounce and abjure from that time all 
Heatheniſh Idolatry of their Fore-Fathers, aſſuring them for 
what was paſt I would intercede for them, and ſecure them from 
what puniſhment might be inflited upoo them by the Preſident 
and Biſhop ; and if they would come-to me I would ſpend my 
beſt endeavours, forghe 4gping and furthering of them in the 
way of Chriſtianity. y 
And thus concluding, without naming any perſon, I went 
down out of the Pulpit, and cauſed the 1dol to be brought after 


me, and ſending for an Axe, and for two or three great patis 
of Coals, I commanded him to be hawen in very ſmall pieces, 
and to be caſt into the fire,and burnt before all the People in the 
midſt of the Church : The Spaniards cryed out joyfully, Vitor, 
Vittor ; and others repeated , Gloria 4 noſtro Dios, Glory to 
oumGod : The Idolaters held their peace, and ſpake not then 
a word, but afterwards they ated moſt ſpitefully againſt me , 


and conſpired day and night to get me at ſome advantage and 
to 
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to .kill mez I writ to the Preſident of Gaatalema, informing 
of” what 1 had dohie,, and tothe :Biſhop ( as:an Inquiſitor, 
to whom ſuch caſes belong) to be informed from him what 
courſe I ſhoald rake with the /»dians, who were but in part yet 
diſcovered unto me, and thoſe only by the relation of one 
Indian ; from both I received great thanks, for my pains in 
ſearching the Mountain, and finding out the Idol, and for my 
zeal in burning ,of it, ;And as mem har tudian Idolaters , 
their counſel to me was, that 1 ſhould further inquire after the 
reſt, and diſcover as many as I could, and endeavour to convert 
them to the knowledge of the-true God , by fairand ſweet 
means , ſhewing pity unto them for their great blindneſs , and 
promiling them upon their repentance pardon from the Inquili- 
tion, 'which, conſidering theni to be but new Plants, uſeth not 
ſuch rigour with them as it uſeth with the Spamards, if they 
ſhall fall into ſuch horrible Sins : This Advice I followed; and 
ſent privately for the F=entes ro my Chamber, and told them 
how merciful the Inquiſition was unto them , expeQting their 
converſion and amendment ; they ſeemed ſomewhat ſtubborn 
and-angry for that I had burned on yok "whom not only they, 
but many others in the Town, and alſo in the Town of St. Job»: 
Sacatepeques, did Worſhip ; I uſed reaſons to perſwade them , 
no honour was due to it, as unto a God. But one of them boldly 
replyed, That they knew it - was a piece of wood, and of it ſelf 
could not ſpeak,; but ſeeing it had ſpoken ( as they were all wit- 
neſſes) this was a miracle whereby they ought to be gmided, and 
they did werily believe that God was in that piece of wood ; which 
fince the ſprech made by it was more t dinary wood, bavin 
God himſelf in it, and therefore deſerved More Offerings and A» 
doration than thoſe Saints in the Church, who did never ſpeak unto 
the People. I told them, that the Devil rather had formed that 
ſpeech ( if any they had heard) for to deceive their Souls, and 
leade them to Hell ; whith they might eaſily perceive, from the 
Dodrine which I was informed he had preached againſt Chriſt, 
the only begotten Son of God , whom the Father loveth, and 
in whom he is well pleaſed, and againſt whom he certainly 
would not ſpeak in that Idol. Another anſwered boldly, 
Our Fore-fathers never kyew what Chriſt was , untill the Spani- 
ard came into the Countrey ; but they knew there were gods, - 
It. 
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did worſhip them, and did ſacrifice anto them; and, for ought

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was perpetrated now, was never done before ( as to Mary Queen 
of Scots, and Our late Sovereign, ) 1 very much wonder at the 
Impudence of the Man, to mix theſe two a&tions ; the firſt was 
done by Lawful Authority; for her being Queen ot Scotland, did 
not bereave Queen Elzabeth of her Sovereignty ; and I have

bominable produR of that accurſed Dodtrine of the Popes Tnfalli- 
bility, and his Sovereignty over Kings ; for thoſe accurſed Regis» 
cides, and Murtherers of that Glorious King, did but a lictle alter 
the Argument; forthat Power which the Romaniſts lodged in the 
Pope, theſe wicked Miſcreants placed in the People ; They had 
beard there wasa Power above Kings, and inſtead of giving it to 
the Pope, they-gave it tothe Peoples Repreſentative, and ſo fell 
that Great King , to the Confternation of the whole World , 
and for a Memento to all Kings, to awake them out of their Le- 
thargy, and be an Exhortation to them to Vindicate their Su- 
preme Authority ; We do all of us much commend the Pidelity of 
Carlos Whitegrave, and the Penderels, and Huddleſtoxe; and this 
Author is much miſtaken, if he think we wiſh any of them ill; 
We have ſaid enough already to evidence, that they effefed that 
glorious and happy aRtion , ( happy, 11ay, to theſe Nations, } 
through ſome other inſtigations, than the Principles of the Ro- 
miſh Religion; they were led thereto certainly by a hand Divine, 
as well as aſſigned by it; they carried Exg/:þ hearts about them at 
{that time ; but if they will Apoſtatize, 'tis none of my fault, for 
my part, I am well content they be diſpenſed with, as a Mark pur 
upon them for their miraculous preſerving Our Good King. 

As for the ſtigmatized perſon, I muſt needs ſay for him,that he 
laboured inthe Vineyard before che laſt hour of the day, and was 
very ready, both with Hand and Pen, to promote the Intereſts of 
the King for his Reſtauration; and therefore that. word of re- 
proach might well have beenlefr out. Fay 
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That we differ in Religion, is but too trae; and we dare as 
boldly as your ſelves appeal to the day of Judgement; ſome- 
thing, you ſay, we differ; I ſay, very much; elſe why does Your 
Church Dama Ours ? But this is not aplace, either to Diſpute 
about Religion » or expreſs wherein we vary; We are aflured 
Oar Religioa is the beſt, free from Superttition, free from too | 
much homelineſs, God and the King are belt ſerved in Our way ; 
Our Ghurch is Monarchical as well as yours , but ſill with a 
Subordination to Our Sovereign, Temporal Prince ; what: Our 
great Anceſtors were, We ſhall not be aſhamed to remember , 
nor the Converſion of _—_ from Paganiſm, which poſſibly 
( as all the World belides Converted from the like Errors, ) did 
retain ſome few Pagan Ceremonies, from which the Church of 
England was purified in the Reformation of Edward the Sixth , 
and Queen El/;zzabeth : He does well to put us in mind of Romiſh 
Perſecutions ; Are not we juſtified thereby, if we dothe ſame to 
you? Prance, forſooth, is inſtanced, where the Reformecf Reli- 
£190 is permitteds which I ſhall leave indifferent whether to at- 
eribute that toleration to their vaſt numbers , or to the inno- 
cency of their Tenets, not at all prejudicial to Kings : This I am 
ſure, they own no Sovereign above their ngtural King; they 
have no —_— JariſdiRions in their Spirituals, and as little in 
their Temporals ; Let. this be remembred, they affiſted their 
King Henry the Third againſt his Popiſh Rebels, even after the 
Maſlacre at Paris; and Hexry the Fourth, in his Siege of Paris, 
when the Duke of Parma reliev*d it. But as for the Frexch 
King, He is no competent inſtance in this caſe ; (had you ſingled 
out ſome Trent-Catholick, ſuch our Eng/sſh Catholicks would 
be acknowledged,) there had been a fairer colour for your Argu- 
ment, When you have found ſome Roman Catholick of the 
Trent-Perſwaſion, allowing the ſame favours to known Prote- 
Rants, you may more plauſibly plead for the like allowance; till 
when, by their Inquiſitions, and ſuch like entertainments of 
Proteſtants, they have preſeribed the Law for other Princes to+ 
wards thoſe, that no leſs differ from them in matters of Religion... 
We will wave the Maſſacre at Paris, to come nearer home ; 
What think you of the Maſſacrein /re/axd ? asa fore-runner of 
the Exgliſh Troubles ; Was not the Maſlacre and Rebellionin 
hlas countenarie'd and own'd by a Popes Nanero? Let us 


draw nearer to theſe times , and ſpeak of what paſs'd within 
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theſe Twelve Months : Was not the Popes Bull an occaſion of 
Cornet Naxgle's Rebellion, which had been as univerſal as the 
firſt, but that the Romiſh party there wanted ſtrength , the Au- 
thor dy mentioning the Frezch King's kindneſs to the FrenchPro- 
reſtants, puts me in mind to affirm, he is Much miſtaken; for that 
King hath of late begun very much to Perſecute them ; he has 
taken from them molt of their Churches, will not ſuffer them to 
educate their own Children, and many other grievous puniſh- 
ments he do's now inflit upon them;and it may well be ſuſpected, 
he intends yet more againſt them, having already purged his 
Guards of all of their Belief, | 

The Author grows yet more Impudent, and Extravagant ; for 
firſt, he goes about to lllegitimate Queen E/zzabeth, and then 
beſpatters the. Fame of Our King Werry the Eighth ; and by 
that, one may ſee where he has his Breeding, and where he lear- 
ned to ſpeak contymeliouſly of Kings. 

Yow urge the Allegiance ſworn to Queen ary; and *tis no 
ſuch wonder, conſidering the Artifices and Power of the Roman 
Catholicks at that time : But all Roman Catholicks will grant, 
' that Queen aries Mother was King Hemry's Brothers Wife , 
yes, and it will be reply'd, that the Pope diſpenſed with the 
Marriage. He id fo, but St. Foh» the Baptiſt ( whom Our 
Blefſed Saviour Honours with ſo high a Teſtimony in the Goſ- 
pel) would not have done it ; He condemned the like Marriage 
in King Herod; and had he iv'din thoſe times, would have done 
no leſs in King Henry, thoygh perhaps. the Pope, like another 
Herod, would have cut off his Head for that bold affront ; yet 
the Popes Power, though never ſo much ſevere in thoſe times , 
could not then (ilence the ſuffrages of our Univerſities 
here, nor thoſe in forreign parts, who joyntly affirm'd and con- 
firm'd both the. lawfulneſs, and. neceſſity of King Henry's Di- 
vorce from his Brothers Wife; which doth ſufficiently wipe off 
that filth the Author from his Impure mouth breathes out againſt 
that Queen of Glorious Memory : But King Hevry the Eighth, 
it ſeems, is a great Eye-ſore to you, and you will leave no place 
unſearch'd for ſome Stones of Reproach to throw at him ; Yet if 
you would be pleaſed to caſt a ſerious Eye upon divers of your 
Popes, the chief Heads of Your Church, ( you may find a full 
choice, in the gth and 1oth Centuries, belides ſeveral orhers;)

Authors, ) chen turn your Eye” upon King Hery the Eighth, 
and you will readily, I doubt not, conclude the Saint to be on his 
fide; and making fo bold with Princes, it would be a wonder, 
if Miniſters of Statedid ſcape his Pen ; and it may well be affirm- 
ed, that King Fames is wounded through Ceecyl's fide, or rather 
that wiſe Kings himſelf is deeply pierc'd; for may not one thus 
underſtand the Apolog:/t? Cecyl is compared to #lyſſes, and K. 
James to Cromwel, the whole Parliament is likewiſe aſperſed 
by him ; and, according to the Opinion of the Apologiff, God is 
mocked every 5th of November; ſo that God himſelf cannor 
ſcape him neither. 

e inſiſts upon the merit of thoſe of his Religion that ven- 
tured. their Lives in the Quarrel of the late King of Glorious 
Memory ; where this great merit lies, -{ cannot well under- 
ſand : for theſe reaſons , firft,they were his ſubjefs, and ſothey 
were in duty bound to fight for him ; ſecondly, they were per- 
ſecuted by the Long Parliament, and that good King ( upon 
pretence that he ſo much countenancedthem ) was perſecuted 
likewiſe for their ſakes, and ſo they were conſtrained to ſtand 
by himy and for him, for their own preſervation z and there is 
one of His Subjects of that-Religion that Ripulated, and they 
drive a bargain with the late King, before he would engage 
him. The Author would have us believe, that Dinner-bells were 
miſtaken for Maſs-bells : Do the Papiſts Dine at ſix, ſeven, or 
eight of the Clock.in the Morning 7 All their Inſolencies, the 
Author would perſwade us to attribure to the height of chEir 
zeal againſt Conſtables, or other Perſons in Authority, formed 
againit the King ; when iv is very well known, that during the 
Rebellion, when the late Rebels, Cromwel, Bradſhaw, and the 
reſt, were, in humane appearance, confirmed in their Throne , 
none were better uſed, that went under the name of Cavaliers, 
than Papiſts ; and now, lince the happy Reſtauration of Our Gra- 
cious Sovereign, many of- theſe endeavour to ſtrike in with the 
Phanaticks ; defiring them to joyn with them, and they will take 
an order with the Epiſcopal Party : theſe are the men that fo - 
much boaſt themſelves of their Loyalty. 

As to the Burning of Loxdon, God reward them according to 
theirdemnierit, -that were the Authors of that Diſmal and Ex- 


ecrable Fire; this is moſt certain, that the Papiſts rejoyce much 
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inthoſe ſad Flamesz and it is a common ſaying amongſt them, 
That the burning of that City is a happineſs tothe Kingdomzand

in the Ghurch of Chriſt ; you have the whole Story of it in the 
15 Chap. of the As of the Holy Apoſtles ; I ſhall take notice, 
that it was not called by the particular direion of any of the 
Apoſtles, but that all of them did concur thereunto; and this 
was, doubtleſs, the Method of the Chriſtian Church, during it's 
greateſt Purity and Integrity ; and the truth is, no other way 
could be uſed, while the Church of Chriſt was under Perſecution: 
but in proceſs of time,when ſupreme powers did receive,and _ 
re the Chriſtian Faith; and that (as the Scriptare ſaith,) Kings 
and Queens were Nurling Fathers, and Nurſing Mothers, of the 
Spouſe of Chriſt;then were general Councils ſummon'd by them, 
and by them were theſe Councils left to their free Debates and 
determinations; whoſe Decrees were afterwards confirm'd by the 
Supreme Authorities , whereby thoſe Decrees, which before 
ſuch a Corfirmation did only oblige the Conſcience, had therr 
t rcive Power of the State to compell their Obſervation ; 
SALE Method did continue, till the Uſurpation of the Biſhop 
of Rome upon all Powers, both Civil and Eccleſiaſtical ; for he 
now takes upon him to aſſume unto himſelf the power of calling 
Conncils, of preſidingin them, and Confirming their Decrees;

the whole Council acquieſces , not any one ſpeaking after St. 
Fames ; | -= Foraſmuch as certain which went ont from fs, have 
troubled you with words ſubverting your Souls, ſaying, Te muſt be 
Circumciſed, and keep the Law, to whom We, not St. Peter _ 

ave no ſuch Commandment, it ſeemed good unto Us, being af- 

embled with one accord ; | This Council you ſee was not called 
by St. Peter alone, ] to ſend choſen men unto You, with our be- 
loved Barnabas and Pax!l, Nen that -have hazarded their Lives 
for the Name of Out Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; We have ſent there- 
fore Judas, and S:/as, who ſhall alſo tell youthe ſame things by 
word of Mouth; for it ſeemed good to the Holy-Ghoſt, and to 
Us; [| you ſee the Holy-Ghoſt is not tyed to St. Peter's, or the 
Pope's Chair, nor the Colledg of Cardinals, but remaining with 
the General Council; ] To lay upon you no heavier burthen than 
theſe necefſary things,that ye abſtain from Meats offer'd to Idols, 
from Blood, and from things ſtrangled, and from Fornication ; 
[ all this, the Sentence of, and Opinion of St. Fames delivered to 
che Council, and thus approved of by the Council, ] from which 
if ye keep your ſelves, ye ſhall do well; fare ye well. 

I have thus run over the words of this firſt General Council , 
with ſome few Animadverſions thereon ; and if therein 1 have 
done the Church of Chriſt any Service, I have my aim ; *and do 
rerun unto him all Honour, and Glory, for His afliſtance herein, 
by whom I have been hereuntoenabled,
